Harry Orchard, in his previous evidence, 
stated that he was promised 3,000 dollars 
to kill Mc Stourfenhory, describing how 
ho had tied « hamb with fatal effects to 
the ex-Governor's gate, and he declared 
that he had planned 26 murders for the 
Western Federation of Miners. Oichard 
has now testitied how; at Haywood's in- 
stance, he and Steve Adams wreeked tho 
Providence railway station, in order to 


by providing counter oxei{ement. 

Twelve or 14 people were killed by the 
explosion uf the station, 

Later Orchard asked Haywood for 300 
dollars, Haywood sent 300 dollars 
through Pettibone, while Adams received 
200 dollars. 

Orchard further narrited that the mur- 
der of a tletective was planned by Petti- 
bone, whe-paid him £100, 

Moyor and Haywood paid in connection 
with the fatal mino wrecking, which was also 
carried out with Pettibone, who had paid 
him to ki] Mr. Steunenberg. 

Orchard said he had also been paid for 
fruitless ondeavours to kilt members of the 
public for thwarting the plans of the 
federation.
